REMARKS 



Claims 1, 11, 12, 21, 27, 33, 36, 41, 48 and 52 have been amended. Claims 1-59 
remain pending in the application. Reconsideration is respectfiilly requested in light of 
the following remarks. 

Section 101 Rejection ; 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-59 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as being directed to 
non-statutory subject matter.
